> Council reverses 
position on Bay 
Beach develop¬ 
ment, repeals by-law

It appears as if the Crystal 
Beach Gateway Project has 
crumbled to the ground. 

At Monday night's regular 
council meeting, Fort Erie 
politicians voted 4-3 in favour 
of repealing the by-law that 
essentially held the project 
together before Monday's 
meeting. 

The Idea was brought for¬ 
ward by Ward 6 Coun. Paul 
Collard. 

Last Wednesday, council 
met behind dosed doors fol¬ 
lowing budget deliberations 
with Town solicitor Heather 
Salter to discuss legal ramifica¬ 
tions that may occur if it was 
decided by local politidans to 
put a halt to the project, a pri¬ 
vate-public partnership 
between the Town and 


the Molinaro Group, to build a 
12-storey condo building on 
the south side of Erie Road at 
Bay Beach.

Council rose with a report, 
moving ahead with the proj¬ 
ect and it seemed as if the 
project was given the green 
light after Collard was on the 
prevailing side of the vote. 

On Monday, he changed 
his mind and brought for¬ 
ward the idea of a by-law 
repeal, that would basically 
squash the development for 
now. He hopes the Town and 
the Molinaro Group will still 
be able to work out alterna¬ 
tives for the site, but not to 
the scale of what is proposed 
in the project. 

"Perhaps there are other 
options available that would 
be more acceptable to the 
people of Crystal Beach, 
because they're the ones that 
have to live with this," said 
Collard. 

Since Wednesday's deci¬ 
sion to move ahead with the 


condo project, Collard said 
he met with individuals who 
provided additional informa¬ 
tion and advice on the pro¬ 
posal and listened to what 
people had to say. 

"I welcomed anyone any¬ 
one who had some sort of 
opinion on this to come see 
me," said Collard. 

He referred to the advice 
provided by the solicitor on 
Wednesday, saying he wasn't 
completely satisfied with 
what he heard. 

"I'm not saying it wasn't 
good information. I'm just 
saying it wasn't all the infor¬ 
mation I needed to make a 
better decision on my behalf 
that I was comfortable with," 
he said. 

Ward 1 Coun. Stephen 
Passero, who later voted 
against the by-law appeal, 
said council needs to be 
aware of the fact that the 
Town and the Molinaro 
Group have a binding i 


tract with one another in this 
partnership and believes it 
will be difficult to persuade 
them to investigate other 
options. 

"I honestly do not believe 
the Molinaro Group is going 
to come back willingly and 
say 'let's open it up... maybe 
we can change it,"' said 
Passero. 

"They will not be partners 
in changing this develop¬ 
ment," he added. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
brought the idea of building 
on the north side of Erie 
Road to the previous council 
but it was defeated, he 
brought up in his comments 
on Monday night. 

Not only did the majority 
of his colleagues on council 
from the last term shut down 
the idea, he said through dis¬ 
cussion with the developers 
that they also had no inten¬ 
tion to support that idea. 

"They told me they were

not interested in the north 
side," said Shular. 

"Believe me, I have gone 
down this path." 

Collard did not challenge 
statements that the Molinaro 
Group would no longer be 
interested in building at the 
site, but did say the Town 
should not confine its inter¬ 
ests to one builder. 

"The fact the Molinaros 
wanted nothing to do with it, 
doesn't preclude us from 
seeking another developer," 

Mayor Doug Martin, a sup¬ 
porter of the project since it 
came to light almost three 
years ago, re-iterated what he

"There are potentially mil¬ 
lions of dollars in liability to 
this municipality in taking 
this action," he said. 

Director of financial serv¬ 
ices Helen Chamberlain 
agreed, saying millions of 
dollars will need to be set 
aside in the budget if the 
Molinaro Group decides to 
take the Town to court. 

"This course of action will 
undoubtedly lead to some 
litigation," she said. 

She also pointed out that a 
source of fimding needs to be 
identified, the same way 
$100,000 was set aside for the 
Ontario Municipal Board 


hearing that took place in 
November and later resulted 
in a decision from the board 
that deemed the project to be 
a responsible development. 

"In a similar fashion, we 
have to address the fact there 
will be legal costs associated 
with this," she said. 

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill 
said after the meeting that a 
more collaborative approach 
needs to be undertaken 
when it comes to the Town 
and residents throughout 
Greater Fort Erie. 


"Let's sit down and have

Cardiac clinic 
available locally 

Patients with heart conditions and in 
need of cardiac rehabilitation can now get 
the supervised exercise services they need 
in Fort Erie at a satellite clinic operated by 
the Niagara Health System. 

Cardiac rehabilitation is a set of lifestyle 
programs designed to lower the risk for 
developing future heart problems. The full 
program includes counselling on making 
healthy eating choices; supervised exer¬ 
cise program; smoking cessation; stress 
and relaxation classes; and educational 

Niagara Health's cardiac rehab program 
runs out of the Ontario Street Site in St. 
Catharines, the Greater Niagara General
